All Things were provided, 
and the King had a File and Saw, with which he 
had, with wonderful Trouble, ſaw'd an Iron Bar 
in the Window, by which he could be able to get 
out; and, being in this Readineſs, the Night was 
appointed, and Oſborne at the Place where he was 
to receive the King. But one of the Soldiers in- 
formed Rolph of more Particulars than Oſborne had 
done, by which he concluded that he was falſe, 
and directed the Soldier to proceed, and ſtand Sen- 
tinel in the ſame Place to which he had been aſ- 
ſigned ; and he, and ſome others truſted by him, 
were armed, and ſtood very near with their Piſtols. 
At Midnight the King came to the Window, re- 
ſolving to go out; but as he was putting himſelf 
out, he diſcerned more Perſons to ſtand thereabout 
than uſed to do, and thereupon ſuſpected that there 
was ſome Diſcovery made, and fo ſhut the Win- 
dow, and retired to his Bed. And this was all the 
Ground of a Diſcourſe, which then flew abroad, 
as if the King had got half out at the Window, and 
could neither draw his Body after, nor get his 
Head back, and ſo was compelled to call out for 
Help; which was a meer Fiction. 

* Rolph acquainted Hammond with what the

Ralph brought with him a large Teftimonial 
from Hammond of his Integrity, and of the many 
Services he had done to the State. Oſborne 
appeared likewiſe at the Lords Bar, and made 
good, upon Oath, all that is before ſet down, . and 
undertook to produce other Evidence. The Houſe 
of Commons had no Mind to have it examined 
farther ; but the Clamour of the People was ſo 
great, that, after many Delays, they voted, That 
it ſhould be tried at the General Aſſizes at Win- 
chefler.

tices, and Judges, whom we may call to Queſtion, 
and puniſh if there be Occaſion. , 

Mr. Speaker: I dare not ſpeak againft your 
Warrant for what is paſt; but pray obſerve, it is 
a Priſon Door with two Locks and Bolts upon it; 
ſo that it is impoſſible the Priſoner ſhould ever get 
out, but die in Priſon. 

Lieutenant - Colonel Lillurne is committed in 
order to his Trial at Law, and yet is debarred all 
Law; for, upon his Pleading, when he had brought 
his Habeas Corpus, the Judges confeſſed the War- 


rant to be illegal, and yet they durſt not releaſe 


him : Secondly, The Cauſe is general, which is 
nothing in Law, viz.

Aſter reading theſe Papers, the Earl of Denbigh 
farther reported, That the revolted Ships Com- 
panies had received 6000 J. and were providing 
themſelves with all Neceffaries for putting to Sea; 
and that the Lord-Admiral could not proſecute 
the Service of Parliament without a preſent Sup- 


ply of Victuals for his Fleet. Hereupon the Lords 


ordered all theſe Papers to be communicated to 
the Houſe of Commons. 


Thus end the Proceedings of September. 
We have now before us the Proſpect of a Civil 
War in' Scotland, where Cromwell was to hold the 


Balance; and of a Battle at Sea between one Part 


of the Engliſh Fleet, commanded by the Prince of 
Wales, the other by the Earl of Warwick ; a Per- 
ſonal Treaty of Peace at the ſame Time depend- 
ing between the King and the Commiſſioners of 
both Houſes in the Iſle of -#/ight. Moſt Part of

of the Independents, the King's inflexible Attach-
